uttered by several of our most enler- 
t; fruit-growers, who have labored eani- 
tly and combined what points they 
niM glean from printed books and 


papers with tln-ir own exivrieiuv. The 
lin?t shipment uf any considerable quan- 
tity of dried ligs from Fn'.-no was made 
during the present month, and consisted 
of eighty sack* of the 
White Adriatit- 


variety. These figs were nire.1 as if 
for packing, hut were shipjied in hulk to 
save freight, ami they will nearly all bo 
preyed an.l boxed in Om-ujjo beioif 
being offered to the retail dealer?. The 
dried tigs brought 7l... to is1:, cents poi 
pound, and found a ready «ale at those 
figures, which were 1'^ cents j>er pound 
more than imported %s were selling for 
in hulk in tlie ?ame market. Sikh le- 
pulta cannot fail to stimulate the grow- 
ing of tigs in Frepno county, when-it has 
been demonstrated that several nf tin- 
very best varieties are at home. 


While market! success has attended 


tlie efforts of 5ome who have made f:g 
culture ft study for several years past, 
such has not been the rnw in every in- 
stance. Tlie same variety oi fruit d(*ej 
not grow alike iu different foils, nor are 
the same results attained by one system 
oi handling whore applied by different 
person?. 
Different persons, who rely 


only upon their own observations, advo- 
cate different varieties, and each one is 
equally positive that hi? particular fig 
is the best. There should be a more lib- 
eral interchange of views and experi- 
ences between those interested in tig 
culture, with u view to establishing the 
relative merits of different varieties >;rown 
in different soils, to the end that ihe. 
best fruit will be known as surh, and in- 
ferior fruit properly graded 
and 
so 


marked. The fig industry is very new 
to California, and pains should bo taken 
to get started upon tbe right basis. The 
coining convention of horticulturists will 
probably devote some attention to this 
matter, and it i? worthy all fhe consid- 
eration they rAn possibly Iwstow upon it.

not darkness. Now if, by mistake, or in- 
advertence,, a little darkness creeps in, it 
eeeins to me tetter that it should be 
pointed out arid erposed, than that it 
should be left to mislead the rising gen- 
jration, and thus prevent their progress 
in real knowledge. I will not spend 
time to discuss the whole of Mr. Phclps' 
discourse, but will ask. space to point out 
a few of what seem to me errors. 


A I'ARTISAX SPIRIT. 


He commenced by saying: "lliold in 


my bund the most wonderful book in the 
world. Its enemies acknowledge that." 
To speak of honest and able investiga- 
tors of the Bible, as "its enemies," 
seems quite uncalled for and partisan ii 
epirit; and to utter unqualified boasts of 
the superioritv of the Bibleasa whole docs 
not, to my mind, represent the truth. 
Mr. Phelps must know, if he will stop to 
think, that there are several books in the 
world which are claimed to IK much 
older than the. Bible. 
The Bible, as is 


well known, is not a single book, but a 
collection of Itooks, written by different 
persons and at different times, through a 
period of many centuries. These being 
collected and published in one book be- 
came "the Bible." but recently. 


ANONYMOUS HISTORY. 


As all Hebrew history ia anonymous 


most of the writers of the Bible arc en- 
tirely unknown, and the ages of the 
books they have written are merely 
guessed at, while the sacred books of 
India claim to be much older, and prc- 
eent fiome evidence for their claim.

William Jonva, one of the oldest of Ori- 
ental Bcholars, conceded that one of tht 
Vcdas must have been written ahundrec 
years before Moses was Iwrn. 
Now, to 


act up Moscn an the oldeet of historians 
and law-Rivers ecems quite prejwstcrous 
when we remember, \that history tells 
us, that Egypt was tnken possession of 
bv shepherds from India in the 14th dy- 
nanly 1650 B. C., and Egypt was an die 
country when Abraham viaitod jt.

!Now we have millions of "decent1 


books in our day, mid we do not, if we 


m help it, allow any indecent books to 


be published. Is it iiroof of the "divine 
iii3piratum"of a book that it is "decent"'" 
But where in the Bible does he find so 
large a quantity of "decency" as to im- 
press him so strongly? la it in the Pong 
af Solomon, or oth'er parts of the Old 
Testament? 


As to the "eafetv that this 
book 


brings," where shall "we look for it? The 
Jews certainly did not find it. For from 
the commencement of their history no 
nation has been more "scathed and 
jeeled" than they. As to the Christians, 
:hey have been killing one another since 
:he third century; and now all Chris- 
tian Europe is armed to the teeth and 
ready foi a more terrible slaughter thun 
the world has yet seen. 


SKEITICS AXD INFIDE1-S. 


1 am sorry that Mr. Phelpa finds it 


:iec.es3ary to speak contemptuously of 
"skeptics and infidels" ?o nften. 
He 


probably forgets that every great and 
^ood man—from Jesus to Emureou—who 
larcd to do his own thinking, has been 
lenounred by ministers as an inlidel. 
That sort of thing became stale a long 
:ime ago. 
Would it not be as well to 


drop it? The most conspicuous men now 
called infidels arc the men of science; the 
greatest, wisest, and most useful class of 
uen on the face of the earth; a cla^a 
hut has done and is doing more for 
mman enlightenment and progress than 
all other classes combined; and yet they 
lavenlwavs had to meet the hitter ho=- 
tility of Cliristian ministers. Is this as 
tsh'ouldbt;? 


Again the reverend gentleman di- 


gres?cs from hia subject to hold up the 
tittle settlement of "Liberal," in Mis- 
souri^ an illustration of the "libertinism 
and vicious tendencies of infidelity." He 
tells us it is so bad that nine-tenths of 
:he people would, if they could, sell out 
and leave the place. Then it seems that

A BAD EXAMPLE. 


Shall I hold up this Community as a 


fair illustration of the tendency ol Pres- 
byterianism? If I should do so I should 
be. onlv following thu example of Mr.

If he will now open his eyes 


und look around him he will probably 
find that of all the families of Fresno 
who lead clean, pure lives, not less than 
three-fourths of them arc outside the 
churches. If he will reflect on these 
facts I trust he will be less ready to call 
all who cannot believe as he does about 
the Bible "skeptics and infidels."
